comprising: a communication between a first part of the chamber and a high 
pressure source is kept open, while the said body is displaced back in a second 
displacement direction to a predetermined starting position, whereby a biasing of 
a first spring is accomplished, is not disclosed or rendered obvious the art of 
record. 
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Regarding claim 7, the claimed combination including the limitations 
directed to the specifics of a pressure pulses generator, comprising: keep a 
communication between a first part of a chamber and a high pressure source 
open, while a pressure pulse transmitting body is displaced back in a second 
displacement direction to a predetermined starting position, whereby a biasing of 
a first spring is accomplished, is not disclosed or rendered obvious the art of 
record.
